California producers, especially the grape, orange, lemon, hop and olive growers must look j 
for a substantial reduction in the tariff on their products instead of the increase they asked * 
congress for, Is the reliable information received today, 
It is known the Republican members of the W ays and Means committee have voted 
for the reduction of the tariff on these articles, 
The Californians were subjected to a severe hammering from the Importers of New 
York, who filed briefs before the committee urging a reduction of the tariff, 
While the com­ 
mittee did not heed the importers against the producers, they had voted 
reductions 
0 1 1 
other American products, 
Congressman Needham, the Pacific Coast representative on the 
committee, was put in the position of voting for decreases in schedules affecting producers 
territory of other members of the committee, while demanding protection and higher sche­ 


dules for his own people, 
While members of the committee pledged secrecy regarding the tariff, 
Needham 
admitted today that the tariff on these California products would be lowered, 
He said: 
“ I 
found I could not ask a 'stand pat' policy on the products of my people while voting to cut

W illiam Nelson Cromwell, the wealthy 
New York attorney who in behalf of 
the French interests conducted the 
negotiations for the sale of the Pana 
ma canal to the United States, as a 
buccaneer and desperado, Henry P. 
Rainey, of Illinois, today gave the

He charged Cromwell and certain 
associates with trying to “ steal and 
appropriate to their own use, the reve­ 
nue of the Panama republic.” 
He professed to prove the existence 
of the most stupendous graft combine 
in the history of the civilized world, 
and charged that Cromwell 
was

“ party to the attempt to collect from 
the United States fraudulent claims 
amounting to two million dollars.
